The deli- 
cate irony conveyed in this word ‘‘relieving,” 
is admirably suggestive of the feeling that 
the present atteotion of the Bishops is unduly 
@ngrossed by politics, and that it would be 
@n-act of indulgence to grant them the favor 
of having undivided time for Diocesan duty. 
. Four times since the passage of the great Re- 
form Bill of 1831.has this subject come up 
for discussion before the House of Commons, 
bat though every time opposed, yet the 
- majority’on the last occasion of its being 
brodght forward by Mr. Somerset Beaumont 
in 1870, was only 56; the number against 
the motion beiag 158 and in its favor ‘108 ; 
evidence significant of the growing feeling io 
favor of the Bishops’ services in legislative 
matters being dispensed with. Whenever 
Abe time shall arrive for the triumphant pas- 
of this measure, the Rishops on vacat 


t ug their seats in the legislative halls will. 


leave bebind them no endearing reminiscen- 
ces of past achievements, inasmuch as, their 
legislative career bas ever been marked by 
the raokest altra toryism. In the American 
war that preceded the declaration of inde- 
peadence, they were the most ardent sup- 
porters of the arbitrary views of the reigning 
, Monarch ; they upheld the slave trade until 
opposition could no longer be maintained ; 
they were opposed to Sir Samuel Romilly’s 
Bill for the amelioration of the Penal Code 
abolishing the penalty of death for robbery 
to the amount of five ebillings ; and they op- 
posed the Reform Bill of 1831, twenty-two of 
their number being against it, and only one 
je its favor. Going back to more distant 
times, they approved of the notion of the 
divine right of kiogs, and voted against the 
Ezclusion Bill directed against James the 
Second, by the passage of which measure 
, Eaglaod was subsequently put to the incon- 
venience of rising io rebellion against the 
tyrannical: monarch they had favored. Al- 
though in their individual capacity many otf 
the Bishops have been men of an estimable 
ebaractar, it mast be quite clear with such a 
cbapter before us that in their capacity of 
legislators they bave vot-been the right 
men in the right place. On the occasion of 
Mr. Somerset Beaumoot’s proposition being 
brought before the House of Commons, Mr 
Gladstone spoke in favor of the continuance 
of bishops in their legislative capacity, on 
the ground that in the numerous matters re-

Sir,—I am sorry that my remarks ip 
The Field of the 10:h-of last mooth re- 
spectiog British Columbia have so deep» 
ly wounded the susceptibilities of Mr. 
Gilbert Malcolm Sproat However, as 
I déem it better to state the honest truth 
thaf to pay regard to the tender feelings 
of an ioteresied agent, I repeat that it 
would be nothing short of madness for 
auy person seeking facilities of farming 
© emigrate to that province—a Ignd 
scufgrd by the insect of plagaes and 
pestiferous vapours of summer and the 
piercing blasts of winter, and withal a 
dreary wilderness of sterile hills, brush- 
wood, and swamp. There is no use blink- 
ing the fact that British Columbie can 
never beeome the resort of the emigrant 
who goes forth in search of a pas‘oral 
eccepation and a land of cakes. Whilst 
hiowever, I entertain not the slightest 
dogbt as to the richness and extent of 
anriferéus country in this dependency, 1 
am clearly of opinion that its minerals 
must for long, if not for ever, constitute 
ita principal souree of wealth, the terri- 
tory being, as I have already stated, not 
natorally calculated to become either 
agriculturally or pastorally,a rich or 
gréat province. Indeed, I always con- 
sidgred it a mistake to bave separated it 
from the Hodson’s Buy territories, and to 
have created it into @ distant colony. 
lf Mr. Sproat really knows as much of 
British Columbia as he professes, it is 
sorely highly censurable, crael, and an- 
just of bim to indace the sons and daugb- 
ters of the mother country to emigrate to 
these distant shores by glowing misrepre- 
sentations of the capabilities of the soil 
and geniality of the climate. Whilst I 
can have no possible inducement to ad- 
vance statements unwarranted by facts, 
or Opizions which are not well grounded, 
it may not be so with interested parties 
whose bread aod butter depend in some 
extent on pro; ping ap the country. The 
truth is that British Columbia is still sul- 
fering greatly from the continued depar- 
tute of its settlers to other parts of the 
A@ericen continent, and to otger coun- 
tries possessing advantages of fertility, 
climate, and local inter-communication 
which are so conspicuously absent from 
ite sterile region. This deportation is al- 
arming and serious because it importantly 
affects the revenue of the colony. By late 
actounts a most lamentuble state of 
things exists. I foretold it all in my 
book published by Messrs Longman & 
Co., eud in the columns of the press. 
-What a miserable refi-ction to certain 
flowery correspoudents to know that they 
have broken up whole famijies, token the 
fathers and the husbands from their wives 
aud children toa distant land, where 
they were promised peace and plenty, in- 
stead of which, to their bitter surrow and 
regret, they are now actors ina melsa- 
chply, barrowing se-ne of wretcheduees, 
So far as I am personally concerned, I 
whald willingly pass over Mr Sproat’s
